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Reconsideration is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-3 and 5-7 are pending before this amendment. By the present 
amendment, claim 5 has been amended to remove minor typographical error. No claim 
has been amended substantive which may affect the claim scope in this response as 
none is deemed necessary. No new matter has been added. 

In the office action (page 2), claim 5 stands rejected as being dependent on the 
cancelled claim 4. In response, claim 5 has been amended to depend solely from claim 
3. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

In the office action (page 2), the specification stands objected to for failure to 
include the priority information in the first page of the disclosure. The specification has 
been amended accordingly, and withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

In the office action (page 2), claims 1-3 and 5-7 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§1 02(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent App. Publ. No. 2003/0061364 
(Banerjee) in view of U.S. Patent App. Publ. No. 2004/0072557 (Paila). 

All pending claims 1-3 and 5-7 are rejected in the office action over Banerjee and 
Paila. More specifically, the examiner asserts in the office action (page 3) that Paila 
[0036] allegedly teaches the following limitations of the independent claims 1, 3, and 7: 
-the application including first certification information indicating that the application is 
proper- and -wherein the control unit includes second certification Information, and 
determines whether or not the application is proper based on the first certification 
information included in the application and the second certification information included 
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in the control unit-. 

The applicant respectfully disagrees. 

Paila [0036] cited by the examiner merely teaches the use of a known verification 
system utilizing signature or key. In other words, Paila does not teach or suggest 
determining whether the application is proper or not by using the first certification 
information included in the application and the second certification information included 
in the control unit. 

Therefore, not all limitations of the independent claims 1, 3, and 7 are not taught 
or suggested by Benerjee and Paila, whether these references are considered 
individually or in combination. An indication of allowable subject matter is respectfully 
requested. - 

As to the dependent claims 2 and 5-6, the applicant respectfully submits that 
these claims are allowable at least since they depend from one of claims 1 and 3, which 
are considered to be in condition for allowance for the reasons above. 

For the reasons set forth above, the applicant respectfully submits that claims 1-3 
and 5-7 pending in this application are in condition for allowance over the cited 
reference. Accordingly, the applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the outstanding rejections and earnestly solicits an indication of allowable 
subject matter. 

This amendment is considered to be responsive to all points raised in the office 
action. Should the examiner have any remaining questions or concerns, the examiner
